There were other uncon¬ 
firmed reports that said all 


the arrested men had been 
released after a round of 
conferences between A1 Fatah 
and government leaders.

VALEMONT, B.C. (CP) — 
Two men were killed Thurs¬ 
day wfaen their light plane 
crashed into bushland near 
this town close to the Alberta 
bonier, 195 miles north of 
Kamloops.

Teachers Want to End 
Queen, Flag Lectures

VANCOUVER — B C ,'s 
teachers want an end to 
lecturing children about the 
Queen, the flag, the Common¬ 
wealth and Victoria Day. 

Instead, the B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation took a stand 
Thursday in favor of telling 
pupils about "Canadian insti¬ 
tutions promoting a better 
democratic society.” 

★ * * 

At issue were two long¬ 
standing education depart- 
ment regulations which, dele¬ 
gates said, most schools ig¬ 
nored anyway nowadays. 

One section of the Rules of 
the Council of Public Instruc¬ 
tion reads: ", . , Lessons, 


recitations and other exer¬ 
cises on the last teaching day 
preceding Victoria Day shall 
bear directly upon the history 
and resources of Canada and 
the British Commonwealth, in 
order to promote a spirit of 
true patriotism and loyalty.” 

Only four hands were raised 
In opposition to a Surrey 
teachers' resolution to abolish 
the section. 

Another section of the de¬ 
partment rules says: "At 
least one day in each week, 
preferably at the opening of 
school in the morning, all 
pupils then In attendance at 
public school shall be as¬ 
sembled, by classes or school, 
in front of the flag, either 
within the school or on the 
school grounds, and shall

salute the flag and sing the 
National Anthem. 

"The principal and teachers 
of the school shall endeavor to 
see that proper ideals of 
loyalty to our Queen and 
country are instilled into the 
minds of pupil# in attendance 
and that due respect is paid 
the flag and Canadian institu¬ 
tions,”

The resolution was 
amended, to the applause of 
the teachers, to read: ’’The 
principal and teachers of a 
public school shall endeavor 
to see that the students are 
made aware of the ideals of 
respect for and responsibility 
To Canadian institutions pro¬ 
moting a better democratic 
society." 


No Longer No. 1—by Choice 


LONDON (UPI) - The 
United States has lost "the 
desire and ability" to be the 
dominant power in the world, 
Britain's Institute for Stra¬ 
tegic Studies said today. 


In the past year Russia has 
become the "full equal” of the 
U.S. in military and political 
terms and Is likely to over¬ 
take America In interconti¬ 
nental ballistic missiles by 
midsummer, the group said. 

The institute, centre for 
defence and security research, 


made the assessment in its 
latest Strategic Survey. 

It said, however, that with 
Its great stock of submarine 
and planes the U.S. will 
nevertheless retain a lead in 
total number of nuclear 
weapons. 

The survey predicted the 
possibility of a less active 
American role in the world In 
the 1970s — maybe the 

smallest U.S. International 
role since before the Second 
World War. 

"It was largely accidental 
that the end of the American 


desire and ability to be the 
universal and dominant power 
should coincide with the end 
of eight years of Democrat 
rule," the survey said. 


Past political setbacks and 
Russia’s rocket r a c p 
" accelerated an increasing 
sense that the rewards of 
American global responsibility 
were by no means com¬ 
mensurate with the costs,” it 
added. 

"If President Nixon were to 
succumb to the temptation (to 


concentrate upon pressing 
domestic p roblems be¬ 
queathed by President John¬ 
son) the rest of the world 
would have to adapt itself to 
the situation in which the 
United States pjayed a less 
active international role than 
at any time Binoe 1940." 

This course, the survey 
added, was not due to a 
choice of Americans of "Isola¬ 
tion far Its own sake, but 
because their recent experi¬ 
ence, at home and abroad, 
had exhausted their confident 
sense of purpose and ability.”

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Russian Reaction 

r £ SOVIET UNION has been quick to take ad¬ 
vantage of an opportunity to weaken the North 
Atlantic Treaty alliance by condemning it ai "the 
main obstacle to the safeguarding of international 
security,” following Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau’s 
decision gradually to withdraw Canadian forces from 
Europe. 

Moscow obviously sees in Mr. Trudeau’s policy 
possible damage to the solidarity of NATO and an 
encouragement to other of the lesser partner! to cut 
their contributions. 

The Soviet Union evidently intend* to exploit the 
■ituation for all it is worth. 

Mr. Trudeau's unilateral decision, and particu¬ 
larly its timing, coming at It did within a week of the 
20th anniversary conference of the NATO partner*, 
could hardly have been better calculated to serve the 
Kremlin’s purpose. 

NATO’s Secretary-General Mallo Brosio of Italy 
recognizes the danger. On the eve of the conference he 
warned Wednesday that any reduction In the strength 
of the alliance at this time is "highly Inadvisable." 

With reference to Mr. Trudeau’s policy of phased 
withdrawal he expressed the fear of "the force of 
example." 

"The example," of course, was set by President 
Charles de Gaulle when he terminated the French 
military commitment and insisted on the departure of 
all NATO units from French soil and the evacuation 
of their bases. Mr. Trudeau has merely made a small 
contribution to the discomfiture of the alliance, and to 
the extent that the power of suggestion may operate, 
to Its further impairment. 

As Pravda approvingly observes, Mr. Trudeau’s 
attitude may lead to “certain positive consequences in 
the future.” It only regrets that he did not go all the 
way to immediate withdrawal which was something, 
in the official newspaper's view, persistently 
demanded by broad segments of the Canadian public. 

Although the London Observer reports that the 
NATO ministers will meet in an atmosphere of gloom 
as a consequence of the announcement of Mr. 
Trudeau, they will approach their problems with 
determination. 

It is generally conceded that while defence 
matters will be priority consideration*, the continuing 
pursuit of a detente with the Warsaw Pact bloc will 
influence discussions and decisions. 

President Richard Nixon has seemed to sef the 
tone with the announcement that the Western allies 
stand ready "as conditions change" to turn the fist of 
defence into a hand of friendship toward the Soviet 
Union and its allies. 

One-Way Complexity 

r E CHAIRMAN of a special Victoria council sub¬ 
committee on traffic, Alderman Harold Olafson, 
has suggested that Douglas and Gove rnm en t should be 
converted to paired one-way streets at once to avoid 
further traffic congestion. The experience with Fort 
and Yates indicates the desirability of having a similar 
pair of streets running north and south, with no 
opposing traffic to block left turns.

Germans Who Fought Franco 
Refused Federal Pensions

Germans who fought tor Gen. Frandeeo Franco in the 
SpaniA Civil War in 1937-39 are eligible for federal 
eosnpensatlon, while those who fought against him are not. 

This curious situation, in a country whose government is 
officially dedicated to building democracy and opposing any 
resurgence of fascism, evolved frosn e decision by the federal 
labor ministry almost two years ago. The case was not 
publicized at the time, and has only recently cams to light 
and become a source of public controversy. 

It involves a 59year-old metal worker, Gerhard 
Schmarander of Bielefeld, who fought for the Spanish 
Republicans In the International Brigade. He was imprisoned 
as in opponent of the Nazis shortly after they took over in 
1933, fought for the Republicans from 1937-1939. And later 
was Interned by the French. When he applied for federal 
compensation, he was told West German regulations did not 
cover his case. 

* * ★ 

In contrast, Germans who fought for Franco in the 
Condor Legion have been considered eligible for such 
compensation since 1954. The federal labor ministry's 
reasoning: “Members of the Condor Legion were German 
soldiers who, although volunteers, were fighting in Spain at 
the wish of the German military leadership. The Spanish 
Civil War served as a tesling ground for the fighting ability 
of German troops and for war material with regard to the 
forthcoming Second World War. 

Schmarander dropped Ms case with the federal decision. 
Recently, however, it ha# been taken up by two organizations, 
the Association of Victims of the Nazi Regime and the 
Former Volunteers for Republican Spain In Germany. 


“A federal ministry, In the name of the regime, openly 
has declared the federal republic of today recognize* the 
military conquest goals of Hitler and the military 
preparations tor die Second World War,” said the Nazi 
Regime Victims Association. 

The former members of the International Brigade 
declared the decision ghowed "toe federal gov e rnment feels 
itself more allied to the Third Reich and its helpers than to 
the women and men who fought against Hitler’s criminal 
state.” 

Although service In the Condor Legion formally was 
recognized as valid military duty, those who fought against 
fascism in toe International Brigade are not eligible because 
this la not technically considered resistance to Hitler. 

★ * ★ 

The case is certainly no more than «n unfortunate 
example of German bureucratlo procedure. In which the fine 
points of the law are religiously adhered to. 

In terms of political significance, it hardly ranks with toe 
ease a few months back of former parti ament president 
Eugen Gerstenmaier, who was handsomely compensated 
because the Nazi regfme deprived him of his right to a 
professor's title. In the ensuing uproar, Gerstenmaier lost his 
jdb and probably his political career as well. 

The former members of toe International Brigade — 
more than 600 Germans fought for the Republicans — are 
understandably unhappy with this curious paradox which 
deprives them of assistance but give# it to those who fought 
for Hitler and Franco. 

But, said Willi Hochn, spokesman for toe brigade ex¬ 
members: “W# are proud that our service in the 
International Brigade stood In direct opposition to. She 
military and political Interests of German fascism.” 


Procedure tor the talks, and 
the price Canada will be 
aaked to pay tor recognition, 
will be watched closely. 

Meanwhile China watchers, 
although loath to leap to 
conclusions about recent 
events inside the country, 
seem agreed that toe prag¬ 
matists led by the army and 
surviving bureaucrats such as 
Premier Chou En-lia are busy 
picking up the pieces of the 
latest Mao revolution.

This is the cultural revolu¬ 
tion begun in mid-1966 by toe 
dispatching of millions of 
teen-aged Red Guards to to* 
01 ties — forces now brirg 
dispersed back through toe 
country. 

If the pragmatists should 
•ucored Chairman Mao, It is 
reasoned In some quartern, 
toe reeult might be a more 
flexible view of the outside 
w °rld than has been exhibited 
in recent years. 

★ ★ * 

However, if past Maoist 
policy la followed, there wottid 
be a relaxation period of 
perhaps two to three years for 
getting toe country back on 
its feet and then another Mao 
thrust forward. 

There was the great leap 
forward of 1958 followed by 
the cultural revolution. Mao ia 
bent on reshaping the nature 
of the 750,000.000 Chinese, 
some believe, along the lines 
of a vast commune. 

His pattern of thrust and 
relaxation reflects a theory 
that periodic revolution is 
necessary to prevent the kind 
of ideological hardening of the 
arteri**-h* sees and detests in 
the Soviet Union. 

★ ★ * 

It seems clear he regards 
the Soviet leaders as traitors 
to communism, worse perhaps 
than even the U.S. because 
one professes to be socialist 
and the other does not. 

There Is an assumption that 
a majority of the Chinese 
people favor law end order 
rather than periodic period! 
of chaoe. 

Other assumptions are that 
Chaiman Mao pays lip servioe 


to worldwide revolution and 
still believes It will happen 
but Is preoccupied with what 
la happening inside the 
country. 

Thus, there ia no evidence 
China Intends to attack any¬ 
body, Including the Soviet 
Union, or perhaps caret much 
at this time about what 
happens next door in Vietnam, 
on the logic that Communist 
victory there is inevitable.

Look After the Molehills

Tenth of a aerie* 

When an employee reaches 
his Level of Incompetence 
(Peter's Plateau) he is said to 
have a Promotion Quotient 
(PQ) of zero. I shall show 
how different employees react 
to the situation. 

Some face the sordid truth 
(not re command ed). The em¬ 
ploye* realizes consciously 
that he has achieved final 
placement, reached his level 
of incompetence, bitten off 
more than he can chew, ia out 
of his depth or "arrived.” 
(These terms art synony¬ 
mous.) 

The type of employee who Is 
capable of realizing this truth 
tends to equate incompetence 
with laziness: he assumes 
that he is not working hard 
enough, so he feels guilty. Ho 
rapidly falls victim to the 
Final Placement Syndrome. 

But many an employe* 
n*ver realizes th^J h* has 
reached Ms level of incom¬ 
petence. Ho keeps perpetually 
busy, never loses his expecta¬ 
tion of further promotion, and 
to remains happy and 
healthy. 

You will naturally ask, 
•‘How does he do it?” By 
substitution, the lifesaver. 

Instead of carrying out the 
proper duties of bis position 
1 m substitutes for them some 
•thee set of duties, which bo 
•arriM out to perfection. 

I will deecrib# several sub¬ 
stitution techniques. 

Perpetual Preparation — 
Fsosd with an important task, 
tit* competent employe* 
almply begins it The substi- 
tuter may prefer to busy 
himself with preliminary acti¬ 
vities. Here are some well- 
tried methods. 

• Confirm the need for 
action. The true substituter 
can never get enough evi¬ 
dence. "Better safe thap 
sorry,” Is hia watchword, or 
"More haste, less speed.” 

Spead sufficient time 1* 
confirming the need, and the 
need will disappear. (Peter's 

Prognosis.) 

For example, In organizing 
famine relief, study the need 
long enough,. and you will 
eventually fira that there no 
longer is any need tor relief. 

• Study alternate 
method! of doing whatever is 
to b* done. Suppose that, after 
suitable preliminary investi¬ 
gation, the need is confirmed. 


l The Peter Principle 

"In a hierarchy, every employee tends to rise 
to his level of incompetence.” 


The Substituter will want to 
be sure that ha chooses to* 
most *ffislant cours* of 
action, no matter how long h* 
may take to And it. 

• Obtain expert advice, in 
order that the plan finally 
chosen may be effectively 
carried out. Committees will 
be formed, and the question 
referred tor study. A variant 
of this technique, looking tor 
bygone experts instead of live 
ones, is to search for prece¬ 
dents. 

• First things first. This 
technique involves minute, 
painstaking, time - acne tuning 
attention to every phase of 
preparation tor action: to* 
building-up of abundant 
reserves of spar* forms, 
spare parts, spare ammuni¬ 
tion, money, etc. 

Side Issue Specialization — 

P. Gladman was promoted to 
manager of a rundown ineffi¬ 
cient plant of the Sagamore 
Divan and Sofa Company, 
with the specific task of 
increasing production and 
making the branch pay. 

H* was incompetent tor this 
task, realized It immediately 
and so quickly cessed to apply 
his mind to to* question nt 
productivity. He substituted a 
zealous concern with toe 
internal organization of the 
factory and office. 

He spent his days assuring 
himself thait there was no 
friction between management 
and labor, that working condi¬ 
tion! were pleasant and that 
all employees of the branch 
were, as he put it, "on* big, 
happy family." 

Fortunately tor Gladman h* 
had taken with him, as - 
assistant manager, D. 
Dominy, a young man who 
had not yet reached his level 
of incompetence. Thanks to 
Dominy’s energetic action, the 
branch was revitalized and 
earned a handsome profit. 

Gladman received the 
credit, and felt pround of his 
“success.” He had appropri¬ 
ately substituted, and 
achieved happiness in so 
doing. b

Iasu* Specialists is Look after 
the mel*hllls and the 
mountains will look after 
them solve*. 

Image Replace* Perform¬ 
ance—Mrs. Vender, an Excel¬ 
sior City high school mathe¬ 
matics teacher, spends a 
great deal of daw time 
telling her pupils how interest¬ 
ing and Important mathe¬ 
matics is. She lecture* on toe 
history, present state and 
probably futur* development 
of mathematics. Th* actual 
work of learning mathematics 
sha assigns to to* students as 
home study.

Uttar Is rotevaarw—'Th* 
Utter Irrelevant!*t make* not 
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toe slightest pretense of doing 
hia job but serves on uni¬ 
versity boards of governors, 
government advisory panels 
and investigative commii- 
sions. 

In domestic hierarchies, this 
technique ia exceedingly 
common at the housewive’t 
level. Many a woman who haa 
reached her level at incompe¬ 
tence si a wife and/or mother 
achieves a happy, successful 
substitution by devoting her 
time and energy to utter 
irrelevance and leaving hus¬ 
band and children to look 
after themselves. 

E p h • m era! Admlntstrol- 

®gy—Particularly in large, 
complex hierarchies, an in¬ 
competent senior employee 
can sometimes secure temp¬ 
orary appointment as acting 
director of another division, 
or pro tem chairman of some 
committee. 

The employe* no longer haa 
to cop* with Mb own Job 
(which he cannot do, any¬ 
way), and he can justifiably 
refrain from talcing any sig¬ 
nificant action in ttw new 
post. 

“I can’t make that decision; 
we must leave that tor the 
permanent director, whenever 
he Is appointed." 

Convergent 8 p e « I a 1 1 % a- 
tkm—Finding h i m a e 1 f in¬ 
competent to carry out all the 
duties of his position, toe 
Convergent Specialist almply 
ignores most of them and 
concentrates on on* small 
task. If he is competent to do 
this, he will continue with h: 
if not, h* will specialize still 
more narrowly. 

F. Naylor, director of th* 
Excelsior City Art Gallery, 
paid no attention to acquisi¬ 
tion, exhibitions and financial 
policies neglected building 
maintenance and spent all his 
time either working in the 
gallerys’ framing shop or 
researching for Ida history of 
Picture Framing. My latest 
information Is that Naylor had , 
realized that he will nevtr 
learn all there is to know 
about framing; he has decided 
to concentrate on studying the 
various types of glue that 
have been used or may be 
used In picture framing. 

The achievement of an 
effective substitution will 
usually prevent the develop- 
ment of the Final Placement 
Syndrome, and allow the 
employee to work out the rest 
of his career, healthy and self- 
satisfied, at his level of 
incompetence. 4

This it the time of year when freshwater anglers are apt to 
run Into anything. Steetheading In moat rtvert is coming to an 
end, but there ara still fresh-run steel head about and some 
rivers are full of kelts which provide plenty of action, although 
they aren't eating fish. Trout are getting lively in the rivers as 
the saknon eggs hatch and lakes are an on-again, off-agaln 
proposition. 

This Is the time of year anglers can go out one day and run 
Into a bonanza ot fish, and draw a blank the next day. It Is the 
critical time for water temperatures ... the time of the turn 
frcra poor fishing to active fishing ... a time of luck and 
guesswork, and of awakenlt«. 

There was a good fly hatch at Prospect Lake Friday. But It 
was too windy to see any trout rising. However, angler* using 
gang troll and worm are picking up trout In Prospect. 

Ten-year-old Calvin Kennett found a limit catch of trout up 
to 14 inches In Shawnigan Lake at the weekend mi gang troll 
and worm on the west aide, half way up the lake. Bobber and 
worm anglers found trout in the bay opposite the girts’ school. 

Quamlchan Lake haa been pretty good for two and three 
pounders on lake troll and worm and bobber fishing with paste 
and roe. Moat anglera have been launching from Kinsmen Park 
at the foot of Indian Road. 

Art and Mike Hancock were taking trout from the top end 
of the Cowichan River when we called in there Good Friday. 
They were drifting salmon egg flies along the bottom at they 
floated downstream. But the river was high, no place for an 
Inexperienced boatman. 

Trout were being taken by trollers off Cedar Cabins and off 
Meade Creek and along towarda Marble Bay. We camped 
overnight Friday in the drenching rain at Caycuse campground. 
When we pulled In about dusk, one angler had taken a two- 
pounder and a tour-pounder casting a Deadly Dick from the 
logs on shore. In the morning we saw another angler cleaning a 
three-pounder he had taken on troH with small spoon. 

Off the mouth of Sutton Creek haa been another good spot in 
Cowichan Lake. 

Gertrude Cree of Cameron Court at Quallcum reports 
anglers are now picking up some cutthroat trout In the lower 
reaches of the Little Quallcum. 

Steelheading Is still fair in the Cowichan, Oyster, 
Puntledge, and Salmon Rivers, but interest is turning towards 
trout. 

Mclvor and Lower Campbell have been producing trout and 
we heard of one Saanich Inlet angler who was using small trout 
he caught In Buttle Lake to make herring strip for salmon 
fishing In Firtlayson Arm . . . shame on him. 

Some at the smaller Sayward Lakes are now accessible 
after a southeaster and rains took away some of the snow last 
weekend. Loveland Lake is still difficult to reach, but the odd 
angler hat been getting through.

SYDNEY, Australia (Reuters) 
— A special meeting of the Aus¬ 
tralian Agricultural Council was 
unable to agree Thursday on 
wheat production restrictions. 

State ministers for agriculture 
refused to accept a plan to curb 
the wheat explosion until the 
federal government agrees to 
hold the first advance payment 
to growers at 51.10 Australian 
{$1.58 Canadian) a bushel. 

Douglas Anthony, primary In¬ 
dustry minister, would not give 
this guarantee. 

As a result of this impasse 
Australia faces a wheat glut. 

Unless the states and the fed¬ 
eral government can come to 
terms the national crop In the 
coming season could pass 500,- 
000,000 bushels, with little eaiiy 
prospect of selling half of it. 


crop, plunging harvest esti¬ 
mates to as much u 15 per rent 
below level* in recent years. 

In some areas of the country, 
the Kuban or north Caucasus 
region, for example, the situa¬ 
tion is considered a disaster. 
Several million acres in the 
Kuban and other hard-hit sec¬ 
tion* will have to be reseeded in 
substitute grain crops such as 
com, barley and oat*. 

IDEAL 8PRINQ 

Soviet agriculture now needs 
ideal spring weather conditions 
to keep winter wheat loose* 
from climbing above the 15-per¬ 
cent mark. 

If the spring sowing season is 
not, favorable, the Soviet Union 
could face a serious shortfall in 
wheat and other feed grains by 
the end of the year. 

This would force the govern¬ 
ment either to dip Into essential 
grain surpluses or to import 
wheat from other countries and 
thus drain urgently-needed hard 
currency reserves. 

SOUTHERN PARTS 

The damaged winter wheat 
belt stretches across southern 
parts of the Soviet Union. It 
was this region that suffered a 
bad hurripane followed by sub¬ 
zero temperatures and loss of 
the protective snow cover in 
January and February. Western 


agricultural expc* is liave noted 
Soviet reports of wind erosion 
and dust * towns In the area. 

The area runs east through 
the southern part of the Russian 
federation from Stavropol to 
regions around Krasnodar and 
Rostov-orv-the-Don near the 
Ukraine. It then cuts south to 
the Crimean peninsula on the 
Black Sea and north through the 1 
entire eastern one-fourth of the 
Ukraine, the Soviet Uniqn'* 
great bread basket. In other 
sections It runs as far north as 
Volgograd and even beyond to 
Saratov. 

Winter grains, the most im¬ 
portant of which is wheat, grow 


In some 99,000,000 acres In this 
belt. With winter crop losses put 
at 10 to 15 per cent by what are 
described as conservative 
Western estimates, this means 
some degree of weather de¬ 
struction to 10 to 15,000,000 
acres. 

In normal to good years, 
winter wheat comprises any¬ 
where from 30 to 50 per cent of 
the total Soviet wheat crop. 

A poor year on winter wheat, 
harvested in July, leaves the 
Soviet Union with little, or no 
cushion as fanners now begin to 
move into the sowing season for 
spring wheat, gathered in 
August and early September.

But now a go-ahead ha* been 
given to *eek development of 
total-replacement device*. These 
would compromise energy 
souroes, artificial pump, and 
various control*. The goal is to 
have all of these totally imp¬ 
lantable, thus requiring no ex¬ 
ternal power source. 

Hastings said that in the en- 
■ r gy-eource field, other 
concept*—in addition to the fuel 
cell one—will be explored.

There is no finer subject for clothing 
a house wall or a trellis than a climbing 
or rambler rose. And there Is no more 
delightful morning greeting than to 
awaken in a room where the window is 
wreathed In roses, especially If they are 
fragrant. 

The careful preparation of the 
planting site is important with any kind 
of. roee, but it is doubly so in the case of 
ramblers and climbers, for not only Is 
the root system more extensive and 
deeper - plumging, but also there are 
more things that can go wrong with a 
wall-trained rose. 


preservative, or possibly galvanized 
iron wires strained between eyelets 
fastened in the brickwork or stucco. 
Whatever is used; U should hold the rose 
growth an inch or two out from the 
house wall so air can circulate freely 
between the plant and the wall. 

Poor air drulation is the most 
important factor contributing to 
mildew. , 

Two points have important bearings 
on your choice of variety: The direction 
in which the wall faces, and the color of 
the wall. You wouldn't want to grow 
white or pale yellow roses against a 
white stucco wall, for instance, nor red 
roses against a red brick wall. Some of 
the red varieties fade rather badly In 
color under too many hours of scorching 
sunshine; these are best grown against 
an east wall.

One problem that crops up occasion¬ 
ally In my mall is what can be grown 
on a north-facing wall. You wouldn't 
expect any rose to do well In such a

The soil should be worked to a depth 
of at least 24 inches, with peat moss, 
mellow old manure and a scattering of 
rose food worked in, A rose should 
never be planted closer than 14 inches 
from a house foundation, for a wall site 
is notoriously dry close in, and there is 
always a considerable risk of toil 
contamination from free chemicals in 
stucco and concrete. 

A rose should never be fastened 
directly to Its supporting wall. Some 
kind of auxiliary aupporting structure 
should be erected on which to tie the 
growths as they develop.

OTTAWA (CP) — The consumer price Index 
rose last month by 1J4 of 1 per cent, the biggest 
Jump in nine months. 

The index, on its new base 
of 1961 consumer prices equal¬ 
ling 100, roe* to 123.2 for 
March from 122.6 in February 
mainly because of higher 
prices tor clothing, transpor¬ 
tation and housing. 

In February, the Index was 
unchanged from Its January 
figure, 122.6, and in earlier 
months the rate of increase 
was well below % of 1 per 
cent. In July last year the 
index rose 6-10ths of 1 per 
cent.

of the total index. 

Next largest year-to-year 
increase was in the Index of 
housing coats, which includes 
both the cost of shelter and 
the price of household opera¬ 
tion items. It is up 4.9 per 
cent from March, last year, 
and represents nearly a third 
of the total index. 

The index is designed to 
measure the change in prices 
of a wide range of household 
goods and services, including 
food, which are most in 
demand by average-income 
urban families.

At the same time the agency 
slowed down the frequency of 
Its planned flights to the moon, 
starting with Conrad’s mission, 
from every two months to every 
four months. 

Conrad will command Apollo 
12. Flying with him will be 
another apace veteran, Richard 
Gordon, and rookie Alan Bean. 

The nation's first moon land¬ 
ing,!# scheduled for Apollo 11 in 
mkWuly. It will be flown by 
astronauts Nell Armstrong, 
Michael Collins and Edwin 
(Buzz) Aldrln. . 

The earliest opportunity for 
the Apollo 12 landing tq start 
would be Nov. 10, when a aeven- 
day moon launch window opens. 

"Preliminary plans call for 


Apollo 12 to land at a site other 
than No. 2, for which Apollo 11 
la targeted,’’ a space agency 
spokesman said. 

Site 2 la one of five along the 
equator of the moon which the 
space agency has picked as 
desirable for the first landing 
attempts. 

Conrad, a 38-year-old navy 
commander, and Bean, a 27- 
year-old lieutenant-commander, 
will be the two men w1k> land on 
the moon in the spidery Apollo 
12 lunar landing craft. 

"Two periods of extravehicu¬ 
lar activity (moon walking) on 
the lunar surface are tentatively 
scheduled for Apollo 12, totalling 
more than five hours,” the 
spokesman aaid.
